MEXICAN CRISIS GIVES
LEADERS IN CONGRESS
PUZZLE OVER REVENUES

Face Expenditures of $150,000,-
000 More Than the House
Bill Ready for Passage
Provides

CLASH ON BOND ISSUE

WASHINGTON, June 28.-—Congresajonal
lenders todny mought to pateh up thelr plans
for ralging revenues, shatterad by the In-
creancd preparedness approprintiong-resuit-
ing from the Mexican erisls  Tha leaders
found themselves with a $210,000,000 reve-
nue bill ready for passage by the House,
and exponditures exceeding by more than
$160,000,000 the estimates on which the
revenuns meaaure was hared,

Mujority Leader Kitchin. of the House,
and his colleaguen on the Ways and Means
Committes, had planned to pags the revenug
bill on A penca basls and to dllow the Ad-
ministration to take cive of Mexionn ex-
penges by an lssue of war bonds,  But
conferences between Hepresentative Kitchin
and Becretary of the Treasury McAdoo de-
veloped  oxtraordinary appropristions al-
ready made, Including $100,000,000 added to
the noval approprintion bill In the Sennte,

than the Wayvs and Means Democrats hed
provided for In the revenue biil

Seoretnry MoAdoo suggested that addi-
tional taxes be placed In the revenue
messure to meet the exigency, but the con-
gresaional leaders oppose thim plan.  They
say that the $100,000,000 ean be obtalned by
an issue of Panama Canal bonds covering
the amount of money the Democratic
Administration has pald for cannl expennes
out of current revenuss These bonds are
already authorized and awaiting lasue. The
House Demoerats also pointed out that
increaned incoms tax returna and other
inereased revenue would lsave a general
fund balance of nearly $200,000,000 In the
Treasury at the end of the fiscal vear. Half
of thls, they sald, could easily be umed to
meet the $100,000,000 additionsl expendi-
tures,
